Plans for the classroom-auditorium call for its construction flanking the left side of

By a 4 to 1 vote in favor of the $300,000 building, residents of the Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege district exhibited evidence of their faith in the college. 

Passage of the bond issue means that property taxes in the TJC district will be raised 
three cents on each $100 of assessed valuation, but four out of five property owners feel 
that this is a small price to pay for the advantages the added facilities will afford the col¬ 
lege and surrounding communities. 

Students are already inquiring about completion of the building. 

But Dean E. M. Potter explained that “there is still much work to be done before the 


new building becomes a reality. 

Bonds must be made and sold and sealed bids taken from different construction com¬ 
panies before actual work begins on the project,” he said. 

Tentative plans are that the building be finished in time for the spring semester this 
coming’ year. First day of classes for the semester will be January 30. It is hoped that the 
assembly on that day can be held in the new classroom-auditorium. _

Journalism Class 
Hears Bogart 


“You cannot place too much 
emphasis on facts and there is 
no room for mistakes in the news¬ 
paper business,” said Bill Bogart, 
sports writer of the Tyler Morning 
Telegraph and the Tyler Courier 
Times. 

Bogart, a guest speaker last 
Wednesday in the journalism 
class, gave his views on these and 
many more points of interest about 
the editing of a newspaper. 

The papers are being read more 
now than ever before but they 
are having to change their style 
to do so. Most of the main sports 
events are now carried on TV, so 
that every time something hap¬ 
pens that is not noticeable on TV, 
the papers make a large story 
out of it. 

In relating his past experience 
as a sports editor, Bogart stated 
that the overusage of the same 
expression, which is better known 
as a cliche, is the main fault of 
many reporters. 

The deadline, a subject dear to 
the heart of most journalism stu¬ 
dents, was dwelled on for some 
time. Bogart explained that many 
workers were held up if a reporter 
was late in turning a story. “Much 
money is wasted by making this 
unforgettable sin,” he explained.

Apache Cagers Open 
Spring Workouts

With the close of football spring 
training last week attention at 
Apacheland has turned to basket¬ 
ball once more, with spring train¬ 
ing to commence next week at 
Gentry Gym. Coach Floyd Wag- 
staff will no doubt rely strongly 
on five returning lettermen dur¬ 
ing forthcoming drills. 


Prospects for the Apache cagers 
in next season’s cage activities are 
termed as promising from this 
writer’s viewpoint, with the re¬ 
turn of three starters from this 
year’s high scoring five that cap¬ 
tured eighth place in the National 
Junior College Athletic Associa¬ 
tion Tournament. 

These three are Jerry Keller, 
and All-Americans Russell Boone 
and Milton (Chief) Williams. 

Other returning lettermen are 
Ray Toole and Don Upshaw who 
both saw a lot of game action in 
the 1954-55 season. 


Taking a brief glance over sta¬ 
tistics compiled by the Apaches in 
the season just completed finds 
Boone and Williams the top scorers 
in that order. 

Boone led the Apache scoring 
attack with 876 points scored in 
38 games for an average of 23.1 
points per game, while Williams 
garnered a total of 782 points for 
a 20.6 points per game average. 

Again Boone took top honors in 
most points scored in a single 
game with a total of 43 to his 
credit against the Lon Morris 
Bearcats in which the locals won 
108-103 at Jacksonville. 

What the Apache squad will be 
in need of next year in spite of 
five returning lettermen is height, 
which hurt their chances badly in 
the NJCAA Tournament, that 
pitted the locals against the taller 
JC teams in the nation.
